It turns xxxa out there's another report 
down there that I didn't know about. It's the report of the 
first probation officer who interviewed Vallee when ha reported 
in. Masi read tho report to me over the phono, hut my contact 
Shore says he Won't be able to get me a copy“of i tj because it “ 
•would be Immediately traceable to him* The interviewing probation 
officer asked Vallee about events KruatgEtm surrounding his arrest. 
Vallee said thafhe was stopped by the police, they searched his 
oar, found his rifle and ammunition, and Re was taken to the Damon 
Avenue station. 'A't' the Damen Aventto station he said that he made 
some derogatory remarks about" President Kennedy, which made the 
officers more suspic'ous of him* Those are almost direct quotes 
from _ the report. So much for the lie that he didn't have a gun 
in his possession. So on tho arrest“report ,r M 1”' was purposefully 
put in the wrong place — or theoriginal report was removed and 
an altered one substituted. Now, in relation ~to the charges: r 
was told that it was unusual for a defendant in this typo~of orfme 
to receive supervision* Supervision is _ lower~than probation.

T was 
told that he's no longer working there — but I may be able to get 
his name and some information on where he m'ght bo.
